With the views 
of such a committee before him 
he would be able to lay a concrete 
proposition before the British 
Government on his return to Lon- 
don. 

Ready To Undertake Construction 
He was prepared, he said, , to 
undertake at once the construc- 
tlon of an alrship with « cruising 
speed of 85 miles per hour, carry- 
ing fuel for a 6,000-mile filght, 
together with 100 passengers and 
10 tons of mail. ‘With a ficct of 
such vesselg a regular service be- 
tween Canada and Great Britain 
could be maintained, taking two 
and a half days for the westward 
crossing and two days for the 
eastward. He named $1,000 as 
the initial passenger fare but pre- 
dicted a gradual reduction until it 
“would compare favorably with 
steamship fares. 

It was time to take a bold for- 
ward step, Sir Dennistoun assert- 
ed. If the British Empire was to 
be knit together culturally, ecbn- 
omically and politically, a rapid 
means of communication had to 
be provided.

A NEW YORK VIEW 


As the sixteenth anniversary of the open-} 
ing of war passes, thoughts turn to the first: 
days of the war when. Britain sent her troops 
across the channel. The New York Times pays 

* a tribute to Britain and her dependencies in 
an editorial “The Journey's Beginning” :— 

“Again-memory is brought back of those 
August nights when down the ‘fatal funnel’ to 
the ships passed in serried file ‘the flower of; 
ihe youth of Britain,’ many of them to clothe 
themselves ‘in the dust of darkness’ in some 
field of France or Flanders beyond. 

“In the paths of these and of the millions 
who followed them—ai full million to their 
death before the firing ceased and quiet came 
again from the North Sea to the Euphrates— 
thousands now go on journeys that will not end 
{o show gratitude and honor to those who lie 
‘there in marked or in unknown graves. It can- 
not be that Britain will ever break that con- 
tinenfal band which holds her to her dead be- 
yond the Chantel. The new memorials which 
were dedicated to the British unknown dead 
in Loos, Vis-én Artois, Pozieres and Louverval 
add 5.271 more names to the 56.000 remem- 
bered in the inscription on the ‘Menin Gate’ : 
whom, in the‘words of Rudyard Kipling, whose 
son was amorg them. ‘the fortunes of war 
den‘od the known and honored burial ziven| 
their comrades.’ And there are still other mem- 
orials in France constructed or planned for 
Rritish dead:” °° ;

“fan” to appreciate the new edition of | 


“The London of Dickens,” by Walter 
Dexter, published by Cecil Palmer. In 
_| fifteen chapters, each covering a tour 
“twhich it would occupy two hours, to 
walk, the author includes every street 
and every house mentioned in Dick- 
ens’ works. He also iricludes referen- 
ces to every house in London in which 
Dickens ever resided. 

London has altered immeasurably of 
course since the days of Dickens, and 
even if some of the buildings which 
he described are still in existence 
their surroundings are nearly all en- 
ly different. Take St. Martin's 
Church, Trafalgar Sqtare, for in- 
stance, on the steps of! which David 
Copperfield encountered Mr. Peggot- 
ty, after the long search for Little 
Em'ly. As one stands nowadays on 
these steps and surveys the broad 
space before them it ts a little hard 
to realize that in’ Mr. Peggotty’s time 
there was neither a Trafalgar Square 
nor a Nelson Monument. Just 
around the corner of the Square in 
the Strand one finds today the Gol- 
den Cross Hotel. “Ah, that's the 
‘place from which the Pickwicklans set 
out with Jingle” declares the ardent 
but uncertain lover of Dickens. The 
Golden Cross of the Pickwick Papers, 
where also David Copperfield laid his 
head when Betsy Trotwood sent him 
on holiday, stood on the spot where 
the Nelson Monument now Is. 

Readers will recall no doubt an al- 
lusiom by David Copperfield to his ta- 
king an early morning swim in an oldt 
Roman bath, which existed just off 
the Strand, “It may be there yet,” 
yemarked David parenthetically. Yes, 
and It ts still there,—a century or more 
after Copperfields time, and is still be- 
ing used largely as Copperfield used 
it, and as it was used by young Ro- 
mans when the Crucifixion was a com- 
paratively recent event. 

Mr. Dexter's’ book serves not merely 
ly as an exhaustive vade mecum to 
Dickens-land in London, it makes a 
most attractive supplement to any 
more elaborate guidebook to London in 
os Unlike some Dickensians, 

the author for the most part resists 
the temptation to identify places 
which reasqnable people conclude never 
existed except in the novelist’s imag- 
ination. Mr. Dexter acknowledges his 
indebtedness to previous workers in 


Pe the same field. They all must have 


{Walked and worked with amazing fer- 


vor. for not only have they exhaust- 


ed the regular byways, but they seem 
to have sought out every little back- 
alley which ever could have existed in 
Dickens’ day. I is easy to believe 
that the task was to them a fascin- 


ating one. 2

Dirigibles like some 
athep-things do not run quite as expected and 
ga*some persons have to be disappointed. 

The size of the dirigible is ampty proven 
hy the sight which met the eyes of the cight 
searchers from the ecily hall, when they 
caught through the light clouds glimpses of 
the hig airship sailing serenely down the lake 
shore nearly 20 miles away. The distance is 
Yong and many would hardly eredit the story 
except that it is vouched for by persons whose 
vision cannot be denied anc. whose slate- 
ment is supported by the fact that the ship 
would have been passing here at the time 
they reported sighting it. The craft almost @ 
sixth of a mile in length doubtless would have 
been seen by many more had the sky been} 
clear of clouds. ; 

Corbyville folk wére the most fartunate 
of all, secing the great airship in night array 
fleeting northward to Lindsay. 

The huge bag of gas wilh its human 
freight. whose successful crossing of the 
ocean had set a record may be dupiicated 
soon again. Events move swiftly and it is 
nossible that airliners of this type may soon 
hecome no longer a sensation and a novelty. 
Airplanes no longer attract attention as they 
pass overhead, Dirigibles though never to be 
as numerous as planes may in time fail to 
arouse the people.

Fashoda Incdent 

Still fresh in the memory of the 
present generation, the famous “Fash- 
oda Inzident” of 1898 was one in which 
Smith-Dorrien also figured, but this 
time as an officer extremely junior to 
Kitchener, at that time Sirdar of the 
Egyptian Army. 

The Fashoda Incident brought 
Great Britain and France into strong 
disagreement and produced a tension 
between these two countries that 
threatened for a time to break into an 
ope rupture. As it was the bad blood 
engendered was not clarified until 
years later when, “through the efforts 
cf that great diplomat. King Edward 
VII. the “Entente Cordiale™ dissipated 
the misunderstanding. 

Smith-Dorrien was one of the tead- 
ers of the detachment that was des- 
patched up the white Nile under Lord 
Kitchener to Fashoda, a native vil- 
lage about 600 miles South of Khar- 
toum and near ‘the border of Abys- 
sinia, The event followed close on the 
heels of the Battle of Omdurman.

Sam Bowers, a gardener, is positive 
that White met with foul play .“I have 
helped to full four men out of the 
water in my time,” said Bowera to 
newspapermen yestertay. “While 
would not have drowned.

Mystery Yet 

Dr. Mather, the coroner, talking to 
The Ontario Intelligencer this trorning 
sald that he was not yet sure whether 
White did away with himself or wheth- 
et he was murdered. “The doctor 
who .conducted the autopsy” he said, 
“has found out that the marks on 
White's face and the cuts on his head 
were not serious enough to have catséd 
his death.

‘This Law was passed at the last scssion of the 
Legislature upon the recommendation of the Honourabie Frank E. 
Hodgins, one of the Justices of the Appellate Divisicn of the’ 
Buprenie’Court of Ontario, v-x0 was appointed a Coramiscioner by 
His Honour - the Lieatenant-Governor-in-Cocncil to investigate 
certain matters relating to the operation of morc: vehicles on the 
highways. The Law has been endersed by the Ontario Motor League, 
the Cabadian Manufacturers’ Association, the Ontario Associated 
Boards of Trade and Chambers of Commerce and the Canadian 
Automobile Underwriters Association. 
For the benefit of drivers and owners of motor vehicles, and of the 
public generally, the following information is published concerning 
the new law. Necessarily the provisions have been abridged for 
this purpose. Those who wish complete information are invited to 
secure @ cop of the Act ‘rom the Registrar of Motor Vehicles, 
Parliament Buildings, Toronto. 


Lotte PURPOSE of the LAW 
The purpose of the Financial Responsibility Law is to further 
encourage safe driving of motor vehicles, in the interest of the public

WHAT the LAW will ACCOMPLISH 


No roforist is affected by this Law until he brings himself within 
its It will not impose any obligation upca those who 
drive safely and obey The Highway Traffic Act, and who, incase of 
-eccident, pay judgments rendered against them for injury done to- 
persons or property. It will penalize . . and under certain circum- 
g@tances it will remove from the highways - - those who persist in 
driving recklessly to the danger of themselves and others, o: who 
have failed, of shall fail, to pay judgments against them for injury 
to persons or property by motor vehicle accident. 


HOW the LAW will OPERATE 
Upon conviction of an operator of a motor vehicle for any one of 
the offences named below, his driver's license and all motor vehicle 
permits issued to him will be suspended until such operator or owner 
gives proof of his ability to compensate financially those whom he 
may endanger in the fature. 


’ The OFFENCES 

Following are the offences named: 

(a) reckless driving, if any Injury to person or property occurs in 
connection therewith. Reckless driving is Uefined in The High- 
sway Traffic Act as “driving a motor vehicle on a highway reck- 
leasly or negligently, or at a speed of in a manner dangerous to é 
the public, having regard to all the circumstances.” 

(b) racing on the highways, which is prohibited by The Highway 
Traffic Act as follows:—“No person shall drive a motor vehicle 
upon @ highway in race or on a bet or wager.”

The closed stance ts becoming more 
popular every day among the best 
golfers who have been inclined to 
slice.

» Is One of R-100 
Dirigible 


MODEL HOUSE 


A magnificent showing of lowers and 
plants characterized the annual {all 
flower show at Belleville Horticultural 
Soclety which opened Thursday in the 
armouries. Cars and trucks laden with 
colourful burdens made their way to 
the west entrance all morning and 


busy flower-lovers spent an industri- 


ous morning arranging their displays 
to the best advantage. This promises 
to be one of the most suwess!ul shows 
of recent years, both for the large num 
ber of entries and the beauty of the 
blooms. 

Cut flowers, potted flowers, follage 
Plants made a riot of colour and frag- 
Fance. Besides the amateur exhibits 
there were four professional displays. 
These were from Bon-Glad Gardens, 
the Belleville Nursery, Givins and the 
Canadian National gardens.

Gradually the swing has be- 
come shorter and shorter and more 
grooved. 
Eighty or a hindred years ago golfers 
were sticking the right elbow out hori- 
zontal with the ground instead cf keep 
ing it in close as ali good golfers do to 
fiay.

Surawak, the English ruler of a state 
in+ Borneo, has’ offered the British 
Government the sum of $450,000 in 
recognition of the friendly relations 
between Sarawak ind the Govern- 
ineat. 

Most of the money will probably be 
wecd for a fund to asxst in the edu- 
cation of colonial civil servants’ child- 
dren. The fund will be administered 
by trustees who will be nominated by 
tee Rajah and by the English Secre- 
taiy of State. According to an a‘- 
nouncement from the Colonial Office 
In London, the income wil] be used/in 
tac educction of children whose par- 
ents serve the Empire abroad,’ and 
special consideration will be “given 
trose who ar ecalled to the remote 
ootposts, The full details’ of the 
stheme, have still to he worked ou%. 

When Lord Passfield anrounced the ! 
gift at a dinner to Coloniat-Office rep- 
tesentatives in London he sa'd: “On 
venalf of the Goverrement, I prepore’ 
tu accept the gift, arkt to express to 
his highness their tppreciation and 
gratitude.” The Rajah, it was explain- 
td, wished the gift to be applied to 

, \some worthy object in the colonial 
erapire, and it was after considering 
various sugizestions that the Rajah 
had decided that $325,000 should go to 
benefit the children of civil servants 
in the colonies. 

The Rajch is an Englishman, Sir 
Charles Vyner Brooke, who rules over 
a country of 30,000 square miles with 
9 population of over half a millon 
watives—Dyaks and Malays and other 
former head-hunting tribes.

seventy-live feet. Here will be plac- 
ed four four hundred thousand. gallon 
capacity gasoline tanks. These 4 tanks 
will be hedged in by strong wire fence, 
they are built well into the ground 
and are surrounded by dykes in case 
one of the tanks should spring a leak. 

E. FP. Rutherford is the contractor 
in charge of the fob and for the past 
two weeks men have been busy level- 
ling off the ground and building the 
cykes. It won't be long until it ts 
time to install the tanks and then 
there will be work for a good many 
men, for all the welding and assemb- 
ling will be done right on the ground. 

A feature of this distributing cen- 
tre will be the means of filling these 
tanks, which will hold one million and 
s half gallons of gasoline, with fuel. 
Pipes will] be laid right down to the 
govetnment dock and all fuel will ve| 
brought to Belleville by boat.

At the present time tiey have in- 
struments that they can measure the 
size of planets, and the distance from 
the earth. There ts one sun (I just 
forget the name of it) it is five hun- 
dred times larger than our sun. The 
north star is so far distant that it 
takes nine months for its light to 
come to the earth, it must be an im- 
mense size to show :d fiainty here.
